WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP).— 
Leon Henderson told a Senate 
committee today that if prices 


could be held at present levels, and 
a repetition of the last war's in- 
flation prevented, the nation could 
save 62 billion dollars on its war 
program in the next 20 months. 

Leaving a closed session of a 
Senate appropriations subcommit- 
tee, considering his request for an 
increase in Price Administration 
funds, Henderson told reporters 
that he had warned that the dan- 
ger of inflation had been in- 
creased greatly by huge recent 
military appropriations, 

“The $42,820,000,000 appropriation 
just voted by Congress for the 
Army has made the problem of 
controlling inflation more: critical 
than ever before,” he said. 

“But if we can hold prices in 
line, we can save 62 billion dollars 
in the cost of the war program in 
the next 20 months.” 

He explained he had arrived at 
this figure by computing the aver- 
age rise in prices during thé last 
war and comparing this with the 
even keel of prices he hopes to 
maintain through operation of the 
OPA, 

Thus far, he said, about 260 mil- 


lion dollars had been saved in the | of its 


war program by keeping down-the 


cost of copper, adding that a 


similar saving of 200 million dol- 
lars had been made in steel costs. 


He estimated total savings on the | 


military production program at five. 
billion dollars up to this date, add- 
ing that he had outlined these fig- 
ures as justification for his re- 
quest to the committee to increase 
OPA “funds. 

Testifies for Second Day. 

Henderson had been called for a 
second day of testimony, with the 
understanding he would explain 
how he went about selecting state 
and regional employes of OPA. 

Some Senators have complained 
that Henderson placed too much 

of the responsibility for selecting 
field employes on State Governors, 
in some instances filling jobs with 
the legislators’ political enemies. 

Chairman McKellar (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, told reporters the subcom- 
mittee had questioned Henderson 
closely about the selection of at- 
torneys for the OPA and had ob- 
tained details about the methods 
by which other employes were 
named. 

Senator Bankhead (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, said he was ‘satisfied that. 
the attorneys had been chosen in 
a “conservative” manner and Mc- 
Kellar added that all who had 
been hired in the OPA legal di- 
vision had the aproval of the De- 
partment of Justice. 

He is seeking an 86-million-dol- 
lar increase in the 75-million-dol- 
lar OPA fund voted by the House. 
He already has an organization of 
34,576 employes. 

Would Increase Employes. 

Wrapped up in Henderson’s re- 


‘quest for additional funds is a 


potential increase in personnel to 
66,000, all but 8000 of whom would 
be employed soutside Washington.

RUSSIANS, NAZIS 
THROW HUNDREDS 
OF MACHINES INTO 
FIGHT ALONG RIVER 


Germans Open New 
Drives in Two Sectors 
Above Kharkov—Reds 
Report Street Fighting 
in Sevastopol.

MOSCOW, July 3 (AP).—The 
greatest tank battle of the cur- 
rent German offensive, with hun- 
dreds of machines engaged on both 
sides, is in progress east of Kursk 
while 75 and 100 miles to the 
south Nazi shock troops in new 
operations are attempting to out- 
flank and separate the Russian 
central and southern armies, Soviet 
military dispatches reported to- 
day. 

The battle on the Kursk front 
began Wednesday morning with an 
attack by about 200 German tanks, 
the dispatthes said. 

These were hurled back, and 


then the real mass engagement |’ 


began at noon that day. : 
The Germans have suffered tre- 
mendous losses, and in the thick 
of battle the Red Army has man- 
—* to inereane the fortifications 
velr ‘ong positions, said 


Red —* desctibed the rxurek 
battle as centering along an im- 
portant stream. 


Description of ‘Tactics. 

For three days, it said the Ger- 
mans were hurled back in efforts 
to push tanks across the river. 

On the fourth day, they used 
such masses of tanks and a reserve 
of planes believed to have been 
brought from Crete that they were 
able to cross at a few points. 

The means of crossing was not 
disclosed, but Red Star said the 
Germans had been unable to en- 
large their bridgehead and those 
enemy units on the Soviet side of 
the stream were in a difficult posi- 
tion, 

In other areas of the Kursk 
front, several villages have been 
taken and retaken as many as five 
times, 

The German method is to throw 
masses of tanks against Soviet 
infantry, but to veer away when 
Russian tanks come up, the paper 
said, leaving motorcycles with anti- 
tank rifles to combat the Soviet 
machines. 

The Russians are meeting these 
tactics by leaving some light tanks 
in ambush to knock out the cyclists, 
Red Star reported. 

Kursk is abput 280 miles south 
of Moscow and 125 miles north of 
Kharkov. 

New Battle Sectors. 

(The German high command an- 
nounced today that Axis troops 
had broken through Russian lines 
on a front of 185 miles. Apparently 
this referred to the line between 
Kupyansk and Kursk, where 
strong German attacks have been 
under way for several days. This 
front, about 150 miles long by air 
but longer by land, is the only re- 
gion in which. large-scale fighting 
is currently in progress, according 
to Russian reports.) 

New German thrusts were re- 
ported in the Belforod and Vol- 
chansk sectors, 50 and 35 miles 
north and northeast of Kharkov.

BRITISH HONDURAS 
XING OF BELIZE’ I 
HELD AS SPY CHIEF 


Navy Plane Halted Ship 
at Sea, Seized Leader of 
Ring Aiding U-Boats in 
Caribbean Area. 


| {AP).—A prominent British Hon- 


duran business man known as “the 
King of Belize” was the leader of 
the ring which the Army charges 
was fueling Axis submarines and 
spotting Allied shipping targets in 
the Caribbean. 

This was disclosed today follow- 
ing the announcement of the 
roundup of 20 persons yesterday. 
The trapping of the 20 who oper- 
ated from Panama to British Hon- 


duras was the work largely of a 
United States counterespionage 
agent who survived fiction-like 
plots to poison him and to sabo- 
tage his plane. 

With United States agents clos- 
ing in on him, the ringleader tried 
to escape on a steamship. A Unit- 
ed States Navy plane halted the 
ship at sea and the fugitive was 
seized. . 

The 20 under arrest included 
night club hostesses, Canal Zone 
workers and shipping émployes, it 
was announced by Lieut. Gen. 
Frank ews, Caribbean defense 
commander, in disclosing the plot. 

Gen. Andrews predicted other 
spy rings might be established by 
the Axis in his zone where so 
many ships have been sunk, but 
promised that they, too, would be 
smashed. 

Story of U. 8. Agent. 

Here’s the story of the anony- 
mous U. S. Army counterespionage 
agent: 

A United States air patrol cruis- 
ing over the Caribbean last March 
spotted a ship carrying oil drums. 
The ship, identified as the La 
Plata, was traced to Belize, British 
Honduras, where the key-studded 
coastline is ideal for submarine 
lairs. 

Early in April Army intelligence 
officers. learned that the La Plata 
was to sail again from Cristobal 
for British Honduras. Several per- 
sons were arrested ostensibly for 
evading censorship regulations— 
but on one person were found 
two sets of plans of vital installa- 
tions at the naval-air station of 
Coco Solo. 

The officers thought rightly that 
they had discovered the first clew 
to an extensive network. Here the 
United States Army counteragent 
was put to work.

The loss of the British ships was 
announced in the House of Com- 
mons on June 23 by Clement R. 
Attlee, Dominions Secretary and 
Deputy Prime Minister, but he 
did not then identify them. 

Besides the 5450-ton Hermione, 
the destroyers were the British 
Bedouin, Hasty, Grove, Airedale 
and the Polish Kujawiak. 

All were comparatively new and 
several of them had been com- 
pleted since the war began. 

The Hermione, finished in 1939, 
was one of nine cruisers of the 
Dido class and carried 10 5.25-inch 
guns, 

The destroyer Hasty, 1340 tons, 
was finished in 1939 and the Grove 
and Airedale, tonnage undisclosed, 
were completed in 1940. 

(Jage’s Fighting Ships does not 
list the Bedouin, which presumab- 
ly was only recently completed, 
and gives no details of the Polish 
destroyer Kujawiak.) 

Against the British losses an 
Italian 8inch cruiser, two destroy- 
ers and a submarine were sunk 
and a battleship—one of the few 
Mussolini has left—was torpedoed.

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Navy Lists 190 Dead, 642 Missing 
And 54 Wounded From June 7-17 


Casualties Including Coast Guard and Marine 
Corps Increase Total Since War 
Started to 11,000. 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP).— 
Casualties of the United States 
naval forces reported to next-of- 
kin by the Navy Department dur- 
ing the period June 7-17, inclusive, 
were announced today as 886 offi- 
cers and men. 

The report listed 190 dead, 54 
wounded and 642 missing, includ- 
ing personnel of the Navy, Coast 
Guard and Marine Corps and in- 
creased to about 11,000 the number 
of casualties reported by the Navy 
since the war started. 

Most of the casualties resulted 
from direct action with the enemy, 
the Navy statement said, but some 
of the names were of men lost 
in accidents at sea or in the air 
while on duty directly connected 
with war operations. It was the 
sixth Navy list of the war. 

“Some of those under the classi- 
fication of ‘missing’ may have been 
rescued at sea and landed at iso- 
lated spots or otherwise made their 
way to safety at places from which 
they have had no opportunity to 
communicate with United States 
naval authorities, the statement 
said.

With conferences between the 
St. Louis milk wagon drivers’ 
union and the two major dairies in 
a deadlock and 450 Pevely Dairy 
Co. drivers continuing their strike, 
delivery of milk to East St. Louis 
homes was halted today by a strike 
of about 70 members of AFL Team- 
sters’ Union, Local 729. 

Strikers in both cities were con- 
tinuing to deliver milk to hospitals, 
defense plants and other institu- 
tions, and the union permitted 
Pevely drivers to make deliveries 
to the company’s branch stores in 
Clayton and Webster Groves. 
Sanitary Milk Producers, repre- 
senting three-fourths of the milk 
producers in the St. Louis milk 
shed, telegraphed President Roose- 
velt, Secretary of Labor Perkins 
and Secretary of Agriculture Wick- 
ard today, asking that they at- 
tempt to end the strike. The walk- 
out “is causing widespread suffer- 
ing to consumers and severe losses 
to dairy farmers,” the telegrams 
said, 

Officers of the AFL Milk Wa- 
gon Drivers’ & Inside Dairy Work- 
ers’ Union, Local 603, held a two- 
and-a-half hour conference with 
Pevely officers this afternoon with- 
out reaching an agreement. All 
other dairies except St. Louis Dairy 
Co., have signed contracts with 
the union, its officers said. These 
contracts will be adjusted to con- 
form with any agreement negoti- 
ated with Pevely and St. Louis 
dairies. 

An agreement with the Quality 
Dairy Co., where 100 drivers went 
oh strike yesterday, was — 
last night in a conference at 
Coronado Hotel, and the strikexs 
returned to work today. 

Both the union and the two large 
dairies altered their original po- 
sitions somewhat in a meeting last 
night. The union now asks for a 
basic pay of $44 a week for retail 
drivers, who now receive $40, 
while the companies have offered 
$41.50. The unions original request 
was for $46. 

Both sides have agreed upon a 
54-hour week, but James A. Burke, 
secretary-treasurer of the local, 
said one of the dairies was willing 
to pay only straight time for over- 
time work, which, he said, would 
be the equivalent of an unlimited 
work-week. 

The East Side drivers, now re- 
ceiving $39 a week plus commis- 
sions, are asking $46 plus com- 
missions. The dairies offered $41 
at a meeting yesterday. East Side 
drivers already receive the higher 
scale of commissions which St, 
Louis dairies have agreed to re- 
store, 

Dairies affected by the East Side 
strike are Highland Dairy Farms 
Co., Niederer Dairy and Wurth: 
Dairy. Pevely’s East St. Louis driv- 
ers are members of the striking 
St. Louis local.

Stephan, a naturalized citizen 
who was accused of 12 overt acts 
of assistance to a fleeing German 
war prisoner, met the verdict with 
a cold expression. His wife gripped 
his elbow. Earlier, when United 
States District Attorney John C.

“black traitor wtih a black heart,” 
she wept. 

Government Attorney John W. 
Babcock said Stephan was the first 
man to be convicted of treason in 
the history of the United States.

GERMANS CLAIM 
BREAK-THROUGH 


BERLIN (from German broad- 
casts), July 3 (AP)—German and 
other Axis troops have broken 
through the Russian front on a 
width of about 185 miles, the Ger- 
man High Command announced 
today. 

The communique did not locate 
the section of the front involved. 

It said, however, that German 
and Italian troops in the south re- 
pelled “several local attacks” by 
the Red Army and that Russian 
tank brigades had -counterat- 
tacked on the 185-mile front, only 
to suffer severe losses. 

The communique said that 50,000 
prisoners had been taken at Se- 
vastopol and that 21 tanks, 503 
field guns, 662 grenade throwers 
and other war material had been 
captured or destroyed. 

The “last remnants” of Soviet 
troops in the Sevastopol area are 
“facing annihilation at the ex- 
treme end of the Khersonés Pen- 
insula,” the high command de- 
clared. 

German and Italian motor tor 
pedo boats were reported to have 
destroyed three Russian patrol 
boats in Crimean waters and cap- 
tured the survivors while. divée- 
bombers attacked harbors in the 
sea of Azov and Black Sea, 
German bombers also attacked 
Russian ships in the Black Sea, 
sinking a minelayer and 10 coastal 
vessels and scoring hits on four 
destroyers, seven freighters, a 
training vessel and a floating dock, 
the communique said. 

“Dock facilities as well as sup- 
ply dumps of the harbors of Rosta 
and Murmansk on Kola Bay were 
again bombed and fires were

Copyright, 194 
LONDON, July 3.—Discussing re- 
cent reports that the Nazis are 
using night fighters equipped with 
nose searchlights, the magazine 
Aeroplane said today that the first 
appearance of this device appar- 
ently was unimpressive. The new 
fighter was shot down by a Stirling 
bomber’s rear-gunner returning 
from the 1000-plane raid on Bre- 
men June 25. | 


Aeroplane suggests that this may. 
indicate a change in the Germans’ 
previous practice when searchlights 
often were used for direct protec- 
tion of targets, blinding pilots and 
aerial gunners. It says the Royal 
Air Force’s atiacks on the north 
Frisian island of Sylt, early in the 
war, frequently met a slanting 
light “wall” through which it was 
difficult to distinguish targets. 
More recently, raiders over the 
Leuna works near Leipzig encoun- 
tered light “cones” attempting to 
interfere with the bombardiers’ 
aim. Similar tactics have been 
used against low-flying fighter at- 
tacks on Nazi airfields in France. 
Aeroplane concludes: “The only 
fighter searchlight which could 
possibly be valuable is one of such 
power that gunners could not train 
guns in the face its glare. Any- 
thing else is simply a bull’s eye.”

National Sovereignty and Post-War Aims. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


P AST Sunday you published a truly 
stirring article by an emeritus pro- 
fessor of economics on the causes of war 
and the basis of a lasting peace. Two 
days later you publish what you label a.; 
stirring article, a declaration of De 
Gaulle of his political faith. With aplomb 
you clearly imply that De Gaulle speaks 
for “the true spirit of France.” More- 
over, you directly state that it is “demo- 
cratic from start to finish. There is 
nothing that disagrees with the most pro- 
gressive of post-war aims,” adding coyly 
“except, perhaps for restoration of 
French imperialism.” 

Yet, almost everything that De Gaulle 
has to say is directly opposed to Irving 
Fisher’s statement of what must be the 
axiomatic requirement for lasting peace, 
namely, abandonment of the concept of 
national sovereignty in favor of that of 
world government. 

As I understand Dr. Fisher’s proposi- 
tion, it would mean ‘relinquishment of 
the old hatreds (France’s traditional 
enemy.) 

“It would mean forfeiture of the desire 
for revenge and punishment upon an 
enemy people or country (‘we want retri- 
bution for every threat aimed at French 
interests, rights and honors, ... punish- 
ment of enemy leaders who violate the 
laws of war to the detriment of French 
persons and properties.’) 

“It would mean humility and the spirit 
of forgiveness rather than a place in the 
international organization ‘that France 
shall take the eminent position to which 

entitle 
her.’” 4 

If France is to have absolute sovereign- 
ty over her own destinies, if America 
over its own, and all nations absolute 
sovereignty over their own destinies, how 
can there be any effective international 
government? -Where is to be the basis 
for lasting peace? 

How closely did you read the statement 
of De Gaulle when you say, “It does not 
merely call for a return to the good old 
pre-war days?” As a matter of fact, that 
fis exactly what it calls for, with France 
once again demanding her sovereign 
state, her empire and revenge. If this 


type of shallow acceptance of statements 


such as De Gaulle’s is really typical of 
most American thought, are we doing 
any-clear, honest thinking about what we 
expect to achieve by winning this war?

There will be happy, idle holidays again when the 
war is won. But the best way to celebrate July 4, 
1942, is to keep ‘em rolling, keep ‘em flying, keep 
’em shooting by not a moment’s letdown on the 
home front. 
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' YANKEE GOOD SENSE. 

A refreshing story of resourceful ‘use of idle 
facilities comes from Maine by way of the Public 
Administration Clearing House in Chicago. It is 
the story of the conversion of an unused CCC camp 
into a haven for homeless men whom the State of 
Maine had been “boarding out” at $15 to $20 a month 
under conditions that were far from satisfactory. 

The camp, situated near Augusta, was closed by 
order of the Government fwo years ago. Its 23 
buildings fell into idleness and, to forestall decay 
of the $50,000 property, it was put up for sale. 
Whereupon the State of Maine opened negotiations 
which led to transfer from the Federal Government 
to the State. Last February the camp ws reopened 
under the supervision of Ben Houser, onetime big

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HANGING IN THE BALANCE. 

The armored spearhead of Field Marshal Erwin 
Rommel’s hard-hitting forces has been halted in a 
furious battle that began late yesterday, according 
to reports from Cairo. This is the first time that 
the Nazi tide has been stemmed since it rolled 
across the Egyptian border on June 24, heading for, 
the Alexandria naval base now only 60°miles away. 
It may well be that the fate of the fertile Nile Val- 
ley, and even the entire Mediterranean area, will 
hinge on this fight. At present, it can only be said 
that the situation is more favorable to the British 
than it has been since Rommel began his drive. 

At Sidi Barrani, Tobruk and Matruh, it had been 
expected by military observers that Rommel would 
have to halt a week or two and reorganize, and that 
the retreating British would be enabled to gather 
their forces, as they fell back closer to their main 
bases, for a stand that would break Rommel and 
his greatly extended supply lines. But Rommel 
dashed on in what appeared to be a reckless gamble, 
and the British were beaten back despite their 
superiority in numbers. | 

The British fell into artillery tank traps. Their 
own artillery failed to stop the Nazi tanks. Ger- 
man dive bombers played havoc with their tanks 
but, despite their air superiority, the British had 
no dive bombers of their own. High level bombing 
of the Nazis failed to stop Rommel’s tanks. 

British sea powér, which played a big part in 
stopping Marshal Graziani’s invasion of Egypt two 
years ago, has been absent thus far. Had British 
ships caught Rommel’s forces on the narrow coastal 
road, they could have blasted him off the highway 
or into the terrible wastes of the Qattara Depression. 
Instead, their absence has allowed Rommel not only 
to proceed but to use the small ports, such as Matruh, 
for getting supplies. The cotntry in which he now 


fights is not of a desert nature. It slopes down hill 


all the way to Alexandria, the roads are good—com- 
pared to desert wastes—and there is fresh water 
available. 

If the British are ever to hold Rommel and his 
well co-ordinated tank-plane-infantry forces, it ap- 
pears that now is the time, A stubborn resistance, 
combined with the terrific aerial bombardment of 
Rommel’s bases and greatly extended supply lines, 
may save Egypt. 3 ‘i

REVOLT OF THE BULGARIAN SCHOOLBOYS. 

The Nazis are running into some difficulties in 
supervising one of their Balkan stooges. One phase 
of what goes on in Bulgaria is described in the 
Gothenburg (Sweden) Posten, by a correspondent 
writing from Berlin: 


It is typical of the atmosphere in Bulgaria that 
measures have had to be taken against pupils 
of grammar schools. A decree states that all 
pupils who take part in political movements must | 
be expelled. Particular interest is being shown 
in the attitude of the pupils to singing the na- 
tional anthem and the Bulgarian King’s song. 
The exact control to which the pupils are subject 
shows distinctly that there is not much confi- 
dence in their reliability.

The deepest sorrow, the greatest anxiety and then 
unbounded joy were the lot of one American family 
recently as the result of most unfortunate errors 
made by the Navy Department. On one day, at the 
eerie hour of 2 a. m., Mr. and Mrs. E. F. Roberts of 
Detroit received a stereotyped telegram: “The Navy 
Department deeply regrets to inform you that your 
son, Lieut. W. E. Roberts, was killed in action as 
a result of an air engagement with the enemy... .” 

Exactly 24 hours later, there came another wire: 
“Correction . , . your son has now been reported 
missing in action. ... . The Navy Department deeply 
regrets any anguish the former report may have 
caused you. ...” This wag followed 25 hours later 
by ‘a third telegram: “The Navy Department is glad 
to inform you that your son, previously reported 
missing, is now reported safe.” 

The feelings of the parents during these three days 
can be’appreciated. Such cases are not isolated 
instances. There have -been instances in the St.

‘Louis area of men being erroneously reported killed 


in action. No doubt haste and carelessness play a 
part in these regrettable mistakes. It would seem 
that by now the Navy could have worked out an 
almost foolproof method of handling death notices. 
And if not, certainly a little less haste and a little 
more care would avoid a lot of such errors,

Churchill--His Virtues and Failings 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Prime Minister has many superb qualities and is the British symbol 
of victory, writes Englishman, but too few people speak to him on 
equal terms and he is not receptive to criticism; essentially an 
aristocrat, Churchill does not grasp this war's revolutionary aspects.

LONDON (by Wireless). 
HE Commons debate this week is cer- 
tain, I think, to have a real bearing 
on the influence of the Government and 
will compel Prime Minister Churchill to 
think out afresh the foundations of his 
policy, 

Many questions remain unanswered, but 
there is none in Britain likely for the mo- 
ment to under-estimate Churchill’s great 
qualities. Courage, determination, persist- 
ence and a will that cannot be broken—all 
these he has in abundance. None cares for 
him more deeply than the man who works 
most intimately with him. That is the su- 
preme tribute. 

Churchill has the power to put new heart 
into the nation, 
opposition, he respects an opponent who 
fights stoutly with a clean weapon. He does 
not expect quick results where these are 
unattainable. He has the imagination to 
take long views and the audacity to take 
bold ones, 

There is no one I know today in our 
politics who could take Mr. Churchill's place. 
He has made himself a vital symbol of vic- 
tory. which is the steel frame of our na- 
tional life, aes 

That said, there are two aspects of Mr. 
Churchill as Prime Minister which are al- 
most as dangerous as his immense virtue. 
He stands on so lofty an eminence that not 
enough people speak to him on equal terms. 
Partly, he does not hear what he ought to 
hear; partly, his supremacy is so over- 
whelming that it acts, so to say, at present 
as a censor of criticism, attacks and sug- 


gestions that ought to be made, 


* * - 

Far too much of what he does hear is 
merely an.echo of his own voice. Far too 
much of what he should hear does not reach 
him because he begins to answer critics be- 
fore they have stated their own viewpoint. 
It is quite literally urgent that Mr. Church- 
ill be made to understand that organiza- 
tion of a modern war involves co-operation, 
not domination, at the highest levels of de- 
cision, ' 

The other aspect is his failure to under- 
stand far more profoundly than he has so 
far given evidence of doing the primordial 
fact that this is a revolutionary war, that 
the defeat of Hitlerism means the defeat 
of the central principles of counter-revolu- 
tion, that the idea on which counter-revolu- 
tion proceeds must be fought by the idea 
for which the emerging revolution is search- 

Here, alas, Mr. Churchill’s generation is 
behind our time. He is fighting the war of 
1942 with the ideology of 1914. That is why 
he will not look into the purpose for which 
the victory is to be won}; that is why he 


r 


If he does not like the. 


seeks to meet the new society being born 
before our eyes with an institution that was 
already two-thirds obsolete in 1939. . 

Mr. Churchill remains essentially an aris- 
tocrat in a world which must choose be- 
tween dictatorship and democracy. He does 
not grasp the place labor must take in a 
society.that must be planned for plenty; 
he is as blind to the real implications of 
the Soviet Union as his ancestors were blind 
to those of France in 1789. Were it other- 
wise, he would have begun the office of 
laying the foundation in which a post-war 
people could become the master of its eco- 
nomic destiny. 


He is going to lead us to victory,. but in 
the ultimate sense he is blind to the pur- 
poses for which the victory needs to be won. 

That is why his men and his measures 
seem so often inadequate to his problem; 
that is why so many of us feel that there 
are great resources in the British Common- 
wealth, alike spiritual and material, which 
he cannot see and therefore fails to use. 

New politics is necessary for a new world. 
Mr. Churchill exemplifies the toughness of 
the old at its best. He will be the execu- 
tioner of Hitlerism, and I do not under- 
estimate the importance of that task, but 
he might so easily have been one of the 
great architects of the new civilization,

NAZIS DRAFT CHILDREN OF 10.

HE Nazis have taken an extreme step 

which suggests that their man power 
problem is very grave or else that they are 
even more ready than we suppose to sacri- 
fice everything to their immediate - ar ef- 
fort. Children are to be taken from school 
at 10 and put to work on farms until the 
beginning of November. . 

This is much more severe than the Rus- 
sian-measures, In Russia, the recent regu- 
lations for agricultural labor gave local 
authorities power to mobilize children over 
14 during their holidays, — 

The comparative’ indifference of the 
Nazis to education is all the more 
because Germany's rapid progress in the 
nineteenth century was due to her educa- 
tional reforms, Germans themselves attrib- 
uted their success largely to this cause, cnd 
it was noted that whereas 42 per cent of 
their army in 1872 was illiterate, the French 
figure was 23. But the Nazis, in their en- 
‘thusiasm for drilling a people in their dog- 
matic system have thrown over the old 
German respect for intellectual training. 

This waa shown in their treatment of the 
universities, where the number of students 
fell between 1931 and 1987 from 138,000 to 
58,000. (Hitler came to power at the begin- 
ning of 1933.) This blow at the elementary 
schoola is the most severe of all. 

The children are to be placed in Hitler’s 
Youth Camps, so that they will be removed 
at the same time from the influence of 
school and home, What kind of people will 
emerge from this. intense Nazi incubation?

TO START OM JULY 9 


OPA to Release Almost the 
Entire Stock of Machines 
in Country.

WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP).— 
Rationing of bicycles will start 
July 9 and 230,000 will be released 
between that date and the end of 
August, the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration announced last night. 


State quotas were issued based 
on last year’s bicycles sales, the 
demand for new passenger cars 
and the concentration of war in- 
dustries in each area. County 
quotas will be allotted by State di- 
rectors. 

OPA announced the classes of 
users that will be eligible to bicy- 
cle purchase certificates, through 
application on or after July 9 to 
local ration boards. Broadly, eligi- 
bility is confined to those “engaged 
in a gainful occupation or in work 
which contributes to the war effort 
or to the public welfare.” 

The applicant must show that a 
bicycle is required because of the 
nature of his work, or because he 
must walk at least three miles or 
spend upwards of one and one-half 
hours getting to work; or because 
overcrowded transportation facili- 
ties or other circumstances make 
the use of a bicycle necessary. 

Of the total to be released be- 
tween July 9 and Aug. 31, 180,000 
bicycles were allotted among the 
states and the District of Colum- 
bia. States have been assigned re- 
serves totaling 20,000 for adjust- 
ment of county quotas, and a na- 
tional reserve of 30,000 has been set 
up for adjustment of state quotas. 

The 230,000 total is almost the 
entire stock of bicycles in the 
country, estimated at 240,000. 

Among the state quotas an- 
nounced, with the state reserves, 
respectively were: Illinois, 12,628 
and 1310; Missouri, 3920 and 470,

the world. Intent, as he put it in 
his public confession, upon “de- 
signing a new world map to meet 
democratic specifications,” Profes- 
sor R. had worked out a plan for 
the political murder of Switzerland, 
Belgium, Portugal and Hungary, 
the dismemberment of Poland, 
Czecho-Slovakia and Yugoslavia. 
The purpose of these crimes was 
to provide the necessary. meat to 
‘fatten to their proper bigness a 
pan-Germany, a super-Italy and a 
super-Spain. 
Professor R. reached these con- 
clusions, he told us, after prolonged 
study of “political geography,” in 
fact he had begun “studying geo- 
politik seriously as long ago as the 
Germans did.” Thus Professor R. 
was no victim of a sudden brain- 
storm; he was not seized by a sud- 
dent passionate and uncontrollable 
desire to murder the Swiss Repub- 
lic. He had meditated upon the 
atrocity for a long time. 

There is no evidence, as some 
haye feared, that Professor R. had 
been specially inoculated by bar- 
barous aliens. He was, to.be sure, 
infected by barbarous ideas. But 
there is every reason to think that 
he would easily have resisted and 
thrown off the infection if his mind 
had not been weakened by extreme 
and prolonged intellectual dissipa- 
tion.

Professor R.’s vice was the habit 
of regarding other men as inani- 
mate objects. For him the Swiss 

ere not human persons formed 
nto a nation by a tradition which 
binds them together from their an- 
cient past through the living pres- 
ent into the future. For Professor 
R., Switzerland was merely a small 
patch of color on a map, and some 
statistics which show. that there 
are Swiss who speak German, oth- 
ers who speak French, others who 
speak Italian. He did not think of 
Switzerland in its full-blooded re- 
ality and its historic permanence. 
Professor R. thought of the Swiss 
as sO many paper dolls, without 
bodies or souls, which he could cut 
up and paste together, as he, a lit- 
tle Caesar become a god, found 
convenient so as to fit them into 
his scheme.

This almost certainly explains 

why he was sublimely unconscious 
that he was playing with murder 
and robbery and the blackest brand 
of bad faith. Switzerland, Belgium, 
Portugal and all the others that 
he wanted the United States to de- 
stroy were, as his mind worked, 
not those nations themselves but 
paper dolls made to represent them. 
The destruction of a paper doll is 
not mumger. Since the world of 
Prof. composed entirely of 
paper dolls, he cut them up and 
pasted them together with no 
sense of reality, and therefore with 
no feeling of responsibility, and 
therefore with no consciousness of 
guilt, 
' He was not murdering Switzer- 
land; he was merely sitting in his 
study redrawing the map of Swit- 
zerland. He was not telling the 
American people to commit a foul 
crime and to make themselves for- 
ever infamous. He was not pro- 
posing that American soldiers in- 
vade Switzerland and shoot down 
the protesting Swiss. He was only 
a professor in his study painting 
new colors on a paper map.

“The United States Department of 
Agriculture has a number of sci- 
entific stations in South America 
and we are doing all we can to 
provide g@pray materials and other 
insecticides that will destroy dis- 
ease-bearing insects that make it 
difficult for rubber workers to 
produce as much as they might. 

“There are many things that 
South Americans can do to in- 
crease their productivity. More 
nourishing food will be a big fac- 
tor. Weare anxious to see better 
food produced in Peru and other 
South American countries. We 
would like to see such countries 
develop their forestry as well as 
their field crops.” 

Asked whether such crops might 
work against United States agri- 
culture, Wickard said, “No,  be- 
cause the stuff we advocate is not 
competitive.”

A United States-Mexican com- 
mission fixed the value of the 
properties at nearly $24,000,000 in 
an agreement announced last 
April, but neither Government has’ 
ratified it, The oil companies 
have not accepted the indemnity 
for properties they value far in 
excess of that amount. | 

A Mexican Supreme Court de- 
cision Wednesday, which opened 
the way for.the return to UVnited 
States owners of the Mercedes 
and Titania companies, had 
aroused speculation that a new 
Government policy regarding the 
controversy was being evolved. 

But there was general agree- 
ment today that the decision did 
not fundamentally affect the ex- 
propriation issue, as the constitu- 
tionality of the 1938 expropriation 
was not challenged. The oil com- 
panies were not given a legal ave- 
nue to challenge it. 

Under the 1938 decree, properties 
of American, Dutch and British 
oil companies were expropriated. 

Among the companies. named 
was the Huasteca company, a 
Standard Oil subsidiary. But 
when .they seized the Huasteca 
company, foreign agents took over 
the Mercdes, the -Titania and 10 
other companies not named in the 
decree on the grounds. that they 
were Huasteca subsidiaries. 

The Supreme Court merely ruled 
that the expropriation of the Mer- 
cedes and Titania companies was 
improper because the 1938 decree

Jap Reprisals Fail. 

Attempted Japanese _ reprisals 
with the night bombing of Minga- 
ladon airdrome proved ineffective, 
as the Japanese pilots seemed un- 
able to bomb any target accurately 
at night. 

On Jan. 26 another heavy day- 
light raid was made. Both the A. 
Vv. G. and R. A. F. arose, and in 
the resulting combat shot down 24 
planes. The R. A. F. also de- 
stroyed a large number. 

Near the end of January, the 
Second Squadron was relieved by 
the First. All squadrons of the 
group participated in the fighting 
over Rangoon in December, Jan- 
uary and February. : 

The A. V. G. destroyed a total 
of 77 planes confirmed during Jan- 
uary. In February the group shot 
down or burned on the ground 58.

One Tiger was shot down and 
killed by anti-aircraft. but the re- 
maining four flew back to their 
base under cover of darkness. 

In co-operation with the Chinese 
ground forces on the Salween River 
front and in Burma, the A. V. G. 
squadrons were used for reconnais- 
sance, bombing and low strafing 
attacks upon enemy troops. 


A. V. G. Breaks Up Drive. . 
In May, the Japanese broke 


through the Chinese lines and 
made a heavy assault from Lashio 
amd Loiwing to break across the 


Salween River. for the capture of 
Paoshan. ) 
The suddenness of this drive and 
the power behind it were unexpect- 
ed, and it was only due to the 
A. V. G.’s continuous bombing and 
strafing attacks, which broke up 
the Japanese armored columns, 
that the Chinese forces were able 
to consolidate their positions on 
the Salween front and halt the ad- 
vance, 
The A. V. G. bombed and strafed 
from May 4 to May 22, sending 
two and sometimes three missions 
a day.

DIAGNOSIS: JBusiness men 
face the same type of problem when 
they are pondering the merchandise 
which is offered them for their de- 
partment stores, They also wonder 
what the public is most interested 
in, and how much counter space to 

allot to various commodities. 
As a general] rule in business 
psychology, we recommend that the 
{tems which attract the greatest 
consumer traffic, should be given the most space. Applied té 
journalism, this means features that pull the most reader traf- 
Cae ee 

interest value. 
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BIG NAMES and pictures are often perplexing to editors. 
They. realize the attention attracting value of all pictures, 
whether good, bad or indifferent. And big names of stage or 
screen stars, or even of scientists, will have a temporary at- 
tention attracting value. But big names don’t maintain reader 
traffic to any section of the newspaper, unless those names also 
pertain to a manufactured product that is of inte#est to the 
reader, day after day. 

‘ In short, the thing that ultimately maintains consumer traf- 
fic is the continuous popularity of the merchandise, In news- 
papers, big names are no longer the “open sesame” to circula- 
tion increases, unless those big names also produce the print 
information that meets fundamenta] needs of the newspaper 


consumer. 
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AS FOR COMICS, there are several tests. The quickest is 
what I term the “desk test.” Prop your feet on your desk 
and blot out all the blurbs or dialogues with black ink. 
Then see if there is any dramatic action of an artistic sort.

A forehead, surprised at its 

dampness, and then forgets it 
in recalling that he first saw 
Chiang in Nanking in 1926 at the 
time the National Government was 
established. As would any Ameri- 
can schoolboy, he admired and was 
hopeful of the leadership of the 
soldierly, messianic man with high- 
pitched, urgent voice and inspiring 
eyes. Like all young China, he 
continued to follow the freedom 
man, with one eye on Tanaka 
Memorial and another on Mukden. 
‘““China has from him learned 
about freedom and brotherhood, 
that the country belongs. to the 
people when they are united. She 
can never go back or accept again 
imperialism or divided govern- 
ment. There might even, someday, 
be union with India. We are all 
brothers .. .” 

Alan “Hsiang, whose war work 
has been home front, is relucant 
to talk of Jap atrocities, of all 
things he has not actually seen. He 
recalls as a most common occur- 
rence, however, the Jap promises 
of wages to laborers in con- 
quered villages. “They call for 150- 
200 men; promising pay, and put 
them to work on roads, bridges. 
When through they say, ‘Line up 
for pay, now,’ and then shoot all 
down with machine guns.” Educa- 
tion-minded Alan sees countless 
other parallelf between paranoia 
nipponica — the “co-prosperity 
sphere”—and Hitler’s “Neue Ord- 
nung.” Conquered areas are 
Japanized as much as possible, and 
no diabolical effort spared to 
choke out all culture and tradi- 
tions. : 

Alan, who somehow reaffirms 
your faith in “the dignity of the 
human being and the majesty of 
the human soul,” will not worry 
about how he may return to en- 
circled China until the time comes 
to go. “Now,” he says sternly, 
“thére is work to do here.”
